like trophiss captured frow a foreign enemy.
1t has never been done, 1t would serve no
Eood purposs to treas ure up these thingeand
display them to a perpstual aftront and in*
insult to men who are now good loyal Amer
lcan citizans.  The Union, the objsct for
which the men of the North fought 8o well,
s now securely established.
